B ack in 1976 when reviewing movies was part of my 
regular—albeit poorly paid—journalistic duties, I 
was invited to a press conference where John 
Wayne was to plug his latest (and, as it turned out, his 
last) movie, The Shootist. The local media folks gathered 
at a posh downtown hotel, where we were seated at 
round tables in one of the dining rooms (and fed a free 
lunch—which I always appreciated in those lean days). 
The great man table-hopped, granting a few precious min¬ 
utes to the reporters clustered at each table. Obviously, 
one could come up with droves of questions for someone 
who had been in the motion picture business for almost 
50 years and had been an icon of popular culture for at 
least 35, but the circumstances were not amenable to an 
in-depth interview. 

After the luncheon broke up, I paid a visit to the men's 
room. As I parked myself at the urinal, I heard heavy foot¬ 
steps behind me. I turned and discovered that my tempo¬ 
rary next-door neighbor was the Duke himself. Well, here 
was a chance for a question—but which one? "I'm curi¬ 
ous—what do you think about Clint Eastwood?" I asked. 
Eastwood was then the box office champ, a leading actor/ 
director in the western genre and the heir apparent to the 
Duke's throne. 

Wayne zipped up and pondered the question for a 


In terms of movie roles, Wayne was certainly right. At 
that point, the only Clint Eastwood star vehicle that had 
bombed was The Beguiled , a 1971 Southern Gothic stew 
in which he played a wounded Union soldier who was 
done in by a coven of finishing school girls. (The film was 
waggishly nicknamed A Fistful of Dollies during shooting.) 
In 1982, Eastwood starred in Honky-Tonk Man, a movie 
about a Depression-era country and western singer who 
died of tuberculosis at the end of the film. Not a bad mo¬ 
vie, but a box office dud. Clearly, this is not what the pub¬ 
lic wanted. 1 They wanted that flinty Mount Rushmore 
physiognomy (a Norman Mailer apotheosis of Eastwood 
referred to his "Presidential face") with that almost epican- 
thic squint: 

Every role he's played—cowboy, pilot, detective— 
heightens his image as a loner. He is the supreme example 
of the man who has made his own rules and made them 
work for him. He represents our most prized fantasy—to 
be totally independent and self-sufficient. 2 

The essential American soul is hard, isolate, stoic and a 
killer. It has never yet melted. 3 

The on-screen Eastwood was invincible: a lean, mean 
killing machine. John Wayne, of course, could shoot 

straight, but if the script called for it, 
he could die at the end of a film 
without also killing off the box of¬ 
fice receipts. "I do all the stuff 
Wayne would never do," remarked 
Eastwood. "I play bigger-than-life 
characters, but I'd shoot the guy in 
the back." 4 

In his private life, Eastwood was 
also invulnerable—until recently. 
His priapic private life has now be¬ 
come public in two books: (1) Clint 
Eastwood: a Biography, by film crit¬ 
ic Richard Schickel; (2) The Good, 
the Bad and the Very Ugly: a Holly¬ 
wood Journey, by Eastwood's former 
longtime paramour, actress Sondra 
Locke. Schickel's opus is admirably 
Teutonic in its thoroughness but a 
bit too worshipful. Locke's work, on 
the other hand, is more of a kiss- 
and-tell/woman-scorned tale. Ele¬ 
ments in both books should be dis¬ 
turbing to Instaurationists who are fans of the "conserva¬ 
tive" Eastwood.

While the predictable assortment of Jewish agents, ex¬ 
ecutives and business managers are threaded throughout 
his life, one of his earliest Jewish connections was Arthur 
Lubin, a hack homosexual director who is today best 
known for bringing Mr. Ed to the TV screens of 
America. This is not to say that Eastwood had a 
"relationship" with Lubin, but he might have 
strung him along in order to advance his career. 
Certainly, Clint Eastwood in his youth is the stuff 
gay dreams are made of. 

A more important Jewish relationship, artisti¬ 
cally speaking, was with director Don Siegel. 

Though not a household word, Siegel was a solid 
director, particularly of action movies. His career 
in Hollywood ran the gamut from film librarian to 
assistant editor to director of montage (brief, often 
cleverly edited sequences put together to show the 
rapid passage of time in a film) to short subject di¬ 
rector to a director of highly regarded B movies 
and, finally, A movies. 11 As for his ethnicity, Sie¬ 
gel once made the following curious comment: 

"The question of being Jewish has never really 
been much of a problem with me, possibly be¬ 
cause most of my enemies are Jewish." 12 

Siegel directed Eastwood in Coogan's Bluff, 

Two Mules for Sister Sara, The Beguiled, Dirty 
Harry u and Escape From Alcatraz. He co-signed 
Eastwood's application to join the Directors Guild 
and made his one and only appearance as an ac¬ 
tor in Play Misty for Me, Eastwood's directorial de¬ 
but. 

From a business point of view, Eastwood's 
most important Jewish connection was with the 
late Steve Ross, head of the Warner Communica¬ 
tions, now Time Warner, imperium. Eastwood's 
production company, Malpaso, has released all of its films 
through Warner Brothers since 1976. As Schickel notes: 

No one gets the kind of acclaim that has accrued to 
Clint over the last decade and a half without institutional 
support. If nothing else, the logistics of celebration have to 
be attended to, and in this respect Warner Bros, has been 
wonderfully attentive. 14 

After Ross's death in late 1992, Eastwood remembered 
him the following year in his Oscar acceptance speech for 
Unforgiven. 

One cannot help but wonder if Time Warner influence 
didn't play a part in covering up Eastwood's sexual esca¬ 
pades. More than likely they were protecting their cash 
cow (or bull), just as studios of old did when their stars de¬ 
parted from the straight and narrow. In today's tabloid cli¬ 
mate, it is almost inconceivable that a public figure of 
Eastwood's magnitude could indulge in such sexual athlet¬ 


ics unnoticed. His private life was very private until Son- 
dra Locke's palimony suit forced it into the public record. 

While feminist critics have long complained about 
Eastwood's on-screen treatment of females, even more il¬ 
luminating is his off-screen treatment of the opposite sex. 
He skirts close to the status of cad. A cursory examination 
of photos taken during his youth (at age 15, he had al¬ 


ready reached his full height of 6'4") readily explain why 
he was as attractive to women as he was to Arthur Lubin. 

In 1953 Eastwood decided to marry one Maggie Johnson, 
a tall, tan Berkeley grad who did swimsuit modeling. As 
classic an Instaurationist coupling as one could ask for, 
this relationship was not good enough for Eastwood. He 
was understandably reluctant to have children during his 
lean years as a contract player, but even after he achieved 
some measure of success in Rawhide, he rebuffed his 
wife's desire to bear children. This, however, did not stop 
him from fathering a child out of wedlock. In 1964 one 
Roxanne Tunis, who worked on the Rawhide set, gave 
birth to his daughter, Kimber, who has since made him a 
grandfather. After wife Maggie recovered from a serious 
illness, Eastwood relented on parenthood within wedlock. 
His two children, Kyle and Allison, born in 1968 and 
1970, respectively, are picture-perfect Nordics and both 
have appeared in some of his movies. 15 

In 1975, while filming The Outlaw Josey Wales, 16 in

With current Latina wife Dina 
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which he co-starred with Sondra Locke, the two become 
an item. Locke, something of an odd duck, grew up in a 
small town in Tennessee. Her childhood sounds like 
something out of a Truman Capote story. She married a 
high school chum, one Gordon Anderson, an acknowl¬ 
edged homosexual, and remains married to him to this 
day. She became pregnant by Eastwood twice, though 
there is some debate as to whether her two abortions and 
her tubal ligation were her idea or his. Her revelations that 
Eastwood has a temper, is a health and fitness buff, and 
had a hair transplant are hardly shocking. At any rate, 
Eastwood eventually tired of her (and may have used his 
influence with Warner Brothers to sabotage her career). It 
cost him almost as much to get rid of her ($20 million) as 
it did to divorce his wife ($28 million). Despite the high 
cost of such activities, he sired two illegitimate children 
by one jacelyn Reeves, a former stewardess who lives in 
his hometown of Carmel. He later moved on to one Frances 
Fisher, a small-time actress, who bore him a child in 1993. 

Such behavior is hardly admirable, but it is pointless to 
get on a moral high horse. How many men have had 
women throw themselves at them from youth to old age? 
When a physically attractive man attains wealth, fame and 
power, he has sexual options that surpass the average 
man's fantasies. For the most part, however, the women 
Eastwood consorted with were all good-looking Nor¬ 
dics, 17 with the notable exception of Barbra Streisand. 

Eastwood met TV reporter Dina Ruiz in 1993 when 
she was doing a series on prominent people in the Carmel 
area. She was barely 30 when she married Eastwood in 
March 1996. Now we are not talking about a daughter of 
the old California dons but a mestiza , as a glance at her 
picture reveals. Eastwood, who was once so reluctant to 
father children by white women, has already fathered a 
child (born in January of 1997) by his dusky young espo- 
sa. Ironically, in this respect, he has followed in the foot¬ 
steps of John Wayne, who favored Latinas as wives. 18 

I think the Duke was right about Eastwood being "too 
damn invulnerable" in his early screen appearances. In his 
professional life, however, Eastwood was hardly the inde¬ 
pendent, self-sufficient man he frequently portrayed. He 
obviously knew how to play ball with the Chosen to get 
what he wanted. They enriched him; he enriched them. 
Perhaps it would be forgivable if his movies were better. 
But a complete overview of the Eastwood canon shows a 
few winners, a few stinkers and a lot of mediocrities. 

Is it really all about money and power? When a man 
with the power and influence of Eastwood does so little to 
help his race and so much to undermine it, one can only 
wonder. Can we theorize that the greatest physical expo¬ 
nents of Nordicism are not necessarily those who are most 
committed to it? 

So often in these pages the question arises as to why 
Nordic women act against the best interests of their race? 
In light of the behavior of Clint Eastwood, perhaps the 
question should also be asked in relation to Nordic men.

Clinton as Casanova 

There's little to say about Clinton that hasn't been said. In¬ 
stallation's take is that he suffers from some kind of sexu¬ 
al compulsion. How else can his perpetual randiness be 
explained? He puts his office and his reputation on the 
line every time he rubs up against some bimbo, white, 
black or more recently Jewish.

The odds are a million to one that a random selection 
of Americans to be in charge of war and peace with Sad¬ 
dam would be three, or to be totally accurate, 2.5 Jews.

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Predators on the Loose 


T he new predator criminal class 
operates in a way that rewards ca¬ 
reer criminals and punishes Con¬ 
stitution-based defenses. Before they be¬ 
come predators, however, these misfits 
are cultivated and coddled by the wel¬ 
fare state until white society is ripe for 
plucking. In this way, our families con¬ 
tinue to succumb to the two-pronged 
decimation of the predator-statist com¬ 
bine—the largest and most destructive 
criminal class in the history of the na¬ 
tion. 

Consider the example of the "deadly 
sex spree" of the crack pushing, sex ex¬ 
tortionist, armed robber, sodomite. 

Bloods gang member and rapist, Negro 
Nushawn Williams. 1 Certain aspects of 
it were highly publicized and the rest was covered up. 
The Washington Times editorialized that his was a "one 
man AIDS epidemic. . .sad, evil and obscene." 2 

Williams, who has the AIDS virus, intentionally ex¬ 
posed somewhere between 75 and 150 young women to 
his disease. According to one report, he "delighted in 
keeping track of his sexual conquests," much like basket- 
bailers Wilt Chamberlain and the AIDS-infected Earvin 
"Magic" Johnson. 3 

According to the Chautauqua County (NY) health com¬ 
missioner, Williams would "lurk around the edges of 
schools or parks, maybe where kids would be playing bas¬ 
ketball," and carefully select his victims. 4 We know that, 
so far, he has directly infected at least 28 of them, includ¬ 
ing one 13- and one 14-year-old girl. He has infected an¬ 
other 53 indirectly, as his disease passed from person to 
person. 5 

Williams was given one of those new, unpalatable, fe¬ 
minized Afrocentric names, in multicultural scorn of 
Western, Anglo-Saxon, Christian names and surnames: He 
is Nushawn, a "New" Shawn for a new age—the age of 
the New World Order. He was also known by his gangster 
rap names of "Face," "JoJo," and "Shyteek Johnson." 6 The 
androgynous nature of these Afrocentric names is evi¬ 
dent—the result of Negro children born and raised in 
homes without husbands/fathers. 

What is not so obvious is that everything that Nu¬ 
shawn Face JoJo Shyteek Williams was and has become 
defines him as the perfect domestic disciple-soldier of the 
globalist-equality state. Several facts related to this story 
tend to implicate the most favored philosophies of the lib- 
min statist order. These facts tend to show that the liberal 


elite and the predators cooperate in 
many ways to destroy white, middle- 
class American society. The story broke 
from Jamestown and Mayville (NY), 
which "could be Mayberry R.F.D.," in 
the opinion of one journalist. 7 It demon¬ 
strated that the most heinous predator 
criminal activity has spread into the sub¬ 
urbs, to where it finds new sustenance 
and life. 

Williams admits to cruising these are¬ 
as in search of girls who appeared to be, 
he said, "in a risk-taking mode." 8 Note 
that he uses the very language the psy¬ 
cho-social experts use to describe his 
crimes! 

A local official, Andrew Goodell, re¬ 
marked on the arrival of this particular 
criminal predator in their community: 

No one is safe from this type of event. . . We thought 
we were relatively safe because we have a low crime rate, 
a relatively small number of AIDS cases, a solid conserva¬ 
tive social fabric, by and large. 

But we just got a wake-up call. . . .And it came from a 
guy who is HIV-positive, yet has no moral compunction 
whatsoever about preying on young kids. 9 

This contrast is exactly the point. It is no mere coinci¬ 
dence that predators are drawn to white communities. It is 
part and parcel of education and training required in the 
super-tolerant, super-immoral institutions of the multicul¬ 
tural state. 

Mayville is in Chautauqua County, the site of many 
globalist cultural seminars in the 60s and 70s, hosted by 
the upper crust of New York and attended by the world 
elite. James Barron of the N.Y. Times quoted one local stu¬ 
dent as saying, "This is the last place the police would 
think of investigating." 10 First came the equalitarian ideol¬ 
ogy, then came Nushawn. Today children are catching it 
from both sides. No longer are the upper-class enclaves 
safe, as the elite have effected the total acceptance of the 
anti-social basis of monster predators. 

Consider, for example, that while Williams is a black, 
lower class career criminal, many of his victims appear to 
be middle-class whites, with a sprinkling of some upper- 
class members. Columnist Tom Knott states: 

He is, judging by his picture, hardly a heartthrob. Sadly, 
there are no standards among the desperate and the 



Nushawn Williams, a walking plague 
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misguided and the young. . . .He preyed on pretty girls, 
some barely old enough to menstruate. 11 

These facts signify the power of propaganda and pub¬ 
lic school instruction in matters of pluralism, diversity, 
equality and integration. In our postmodern, multicultural 
age, children are taught to forsake their own identity, heri¬ 
tage, culture and morality, in deference to "oppressed" 
peoples, criminal rappers and other such public figures, 
and unsavory athletes who use sports as a cultural weap¬ 
on against the white West 

In short, our children have been taught to seek out and 
emulate ugly freaks. Gang members, by the way, take the 
appellation "freak" as a form of compliment for their de¬ 
structive behavior. More specifically, they use the term to 
brag about their abnormal sexual exploits, from pedophil¬ 
ia to sodomy, rape, murder, even necrophilia. White sub¬ 
urban youths now proudly use the word "freak" to de¬ 
scribe themselves: "Yo, wat-up, freak?" 

Among these kids, the sledgehammer of guilt manipu¬ 
lation leads them to believe that race-mixing is actually a 
blessing. Speaking of his daughters' "little white hip-hop 
friends," Negro actor Samuel L. Jackson said, "They're ba¬ 
sically black kids with white skin." 12 The next step for 
these hip-hop children of rap culture is the adoption of 
new standards of truth, beauty and behavior. Good is 
"bad," and the ultimate adjective and noun is "mf." The 
ultimate form of expression is the drive-by shooting, 
which ranks with AIDS as the number one killer of young 
people who are plugged into this new American anti¬ 
culture. 

Danielle Crittenden, writing in Women's Quarterly, 
speaks of the effect of the new multicultural ideal on little 
girls. She complains that "ugly is in" and everyone 

seems to want us all to look like battered lesbians. . . . 
Ironically, the only group of people still encouraged to 
make themselves sexually attractive to men are homosexu¬ 
als.^ 3 

By so easily taking up alien cultures and peoples the 
children quickly learn to mix with the barbarians, even 
the criminals, even the predators. The Western cultural 
decline in the ugly face of predator anti-culture is pushed 
along by the integrationist and sodomite agendas, i.e., 
"civil rights" for all racial, political and sexual minorities. 
More often than not, these agendas merge in their extreme 
toleration of immorality and destruction. That someone 
like Nushawn Face JoJo Shyteek Johnson Williams could 
hide behind a veil of effeminacy, bisexuality and sodomy 
while murdering members of pristine, rural white commu¬ 
nities speaks volumes as to the means and effectiveness of 
such toleration. 

Another indication that lib-min ideology is infused 
throughout this tragedy is that lawmen knew Williams was 
HIV-positive back in mid-1996. 14 Nothing was done to 
mark him, to stop him. Knott informs us: 


When he would show up in the county jail on occasion, 
his HIV-positive status was withheld from law enforce¬ 
ment officials because of confidentiality rules. . . .Privacy 
is his chief accomplice . .. . 1S 

Productive Americans are often required to surrender 
all manner of private information in the so-called equali- 
tarian state, but it is often just the opposite with predators. 
Most states have failed to pass any laws punishing HIV- 
infected offenders, thanks to the sodomite lobby. 16 

One of Williams' victims, an 18-year-old blonde 
named Amber Arnold, recently appeared on television on 
the Montel Williams Show. It is a venue in which the 
black host uses any sensational current event he can to 
berate Western culture and the white race. Arnold cried 
and blamed herself for catching the disease because, she 
confessed, she had failed to wrap a condom on Nushawn 
Williams. 

For his part, Montel Williams emphasized the failure 
of the victims to engage in "safe" sex and totally ignored 
the monstrous acts of his soul brother. Negress columnist 
Saundra Smokes of USA Today joined the racial call to 
black unity, whining that the case of Nushawn Williams 
"would have faded and disappeared" were it not for the 
fact that he is black and his victims white. 17 It is therefore 
clear that public educators, government agencies and pro¬ 
grams, government-endorsed religious institutions and the 
mass media have taught people that it is politically incor¬ 
rect to identify the racial, cultural and other special char¬ 
acteristics of the predators. 

Arnold was also deceived into sacrificing herself to the 
"oppressed" minorityite, Nushawn Williams: "Me and 
Face, we had this bond. . . .He told me everything, every¬ 
thing. Except this." Except that one little thing. Even after 
her infection was diagnosed, she exclaimed, "But I'll stand 
by him through it all, because he said he loved me." 18 

Montel Williams and some of Nushawn Williams' vic¬ 
tims portray him as the primary victim, everyone else as 
victims of "no condoms." Richard Cohen of the Washing¬ 
ton Post and former black Surgeon General Joycelyn Eld¬ 
ers all lamented the lack of free condoms for children as 
the source of the problem. 19 

History will not recall Nushawn Williams because he 
is not the first such beast to willfully spread his disease. 
Darnell McGee, a 28-year-old St. Louis black, trafficked in 
crack and HIV-positive sex. His rappin', rapin' name was 
"Boss Man." St. Louis authorities have spent 12 months, 
so far, tracking down Boss Man's victims. While he knew 
he was HIV-positive in 1992, Boss Man went ahead and 
had sex 

with an untold number of females, some as young as 12, 
and has been linked to at least 30 cases of HIV-infection. .. . 

He was a purveyor of death. 

One count put his number of sex partners at 100. Be¬ 
cause of the failure of the equality state's criminal justice 
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system, McGee was ultimately shot to death, execution 
style, sitting in his car. Columnist Knott says McGee's kill¬ 
er is unknown and so "has not come forward to collect his 
key to the city." 

The predators are not limited to the U.S. In Finland, 
the AIDS-infected Negro Steven Thomas was arrested after 
having unprotected sex with 100 women. In England, the 
AIDS-packing Ugandan Christopher Mayambala was ar¬ 
rested after he attempted to rape an 11-year-old girl. How 
many such murderous creeps are as yet undiscovered, 
both here and abroad? 

All of Western civilization is under attack from the 
criminal-equality state combine. How much more destruc¬ 
tion and suffering will it take before parents remove their 
children from public schools and ignore the brainwashing 
of the mass media and government-endorsed religious in¬ 
stitutions? If we fail to do this, we will either "be bad" like 
Mike (Tyson or Jackson, it's all the same) or we most cer¬ 
tainly will "be had."

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Uncovering a Forgotten War Crime 


During the War of 1812, largely a 
trade war provoked by the British, thou¬ 
sands of U.S. prisoners of war were held 
first in stinking hulks anchored offshore at 
Plymouth (England), then force-marched 
17 miles to the grim jail at Princetown on 
the bleakest heights of Dartmoor. They 
went to join thousands of French Napole¬ 
onic prisoners for whom the jail complex 
had originally been built as "an area of 
concentration." Conditions were appall¬ 
ing. Many American prisoners died, their 
bodies unceremoniously tossed over the 
high prison walls to rot on the fields or be 
ravaged by wild animals. 

After peace had eventually been sign¬ 
ed between Britain and the U.S., there oc¬ 
curred what became known as "The Dart¬ 
moor Massacre," when a drunken British 
officer ordered his troops to fire upon a 


dense crowd of American POWS who 
were clamoring for a speedy repatriation. 
Many Americans died or were wounded. 
The British official inquiry was a blatant 
whitewash. 

It is my experience that very few 
American visitors who yearly flock in the 
thousands to Plymouth because of its as¬ 
sociation with the Founding Fathers have 
any knowledge or inkling of what hap¬ 
pened at Princetown to their forebears. 
Local guide books make only a cursory 
reference to those events. 

Not long ago I published a brief ac¬ 
count of the Dartmoor Massacre in the 
Barnes Review. It aroused a lively interest 
among those who wished to learn more 
about the ghastly atrocity at Princetown. 
By chance last summer when visiting 
Princetown I managed to have a conver¬ 


sation with the curator of Her Majesty's 
prison there. He was able to provide me 
with a wealth of hitherto unpublished ma¬ 
terial to supplement the research I had al¬ 
ready undertaken. Prison authorities show¬ 
ed me every cooperation, which was sur¬ 
prising considering that the mass killing 
does not exactly represent a glorious page 
in British history. 

The church at Princetown, built by 
the forced labor of French and U.S. pris¬ 
oners, is now closed and in a sorry state 
of disrepair. The dust, dirt and cobweb- 
covered stained glass window, presented 
early this century by the Daughters of the 
War of 1812 Society, are making it virtu¬ 
ally invisible. I heard recently that the 
church is up for sale. It is one of the most 
mournful sights in all England.

An African Travelogue 


T he title of his book notwithstanding, Redmond 
O'Hanlon is no intrepid Stanley or Conrad. Al¬ 
though he is the natural history editor of the Times 
Literary Supplement, he is perhaps better known for his 
modern jungle adventures, first in Borneo, then in South 
America. This time his destination was the Congo, his stat¬ 
ed purpose to visit Lake Tele, a 
semi-mythical lake in the deepest 
swamp forest, and home to Mokele- 
mbembe, the legendary Congolese 
version of Scotland's Nessie. 

"The finest writer of travel 
books in the English language," 
one critic says of O'Hanlon. I beg 
to differ. Though relatively clever, 
he is clueless about Western 
Man. In this day and age there is 
no longer a grand purpose to glo¬ 
bal exploration, as evidenced by 
the body of tepid, neurotic, self- 
involved travel literature. 

Redmond O'Hanlon is a col¬ 
lector of specimens, both animal 
and human. His books are pep¬ 
pered with sharply etched ethnic 
"characters" with whom he has 
been forced to associate to com¬ 
plete his journeys. One of his 
well-worn comic devices is to 
chaperon a totally naive white 
traveling companion and meticu¬ 
lously record his reactions once 
he is removed from the comforts of civilization. On this 
particular trip Redmond was attended by Lary, a "decent 
chap" with multiple sclerosis, a rational, liberal "All- 
American" professor who had built his three houses with 
his own hands and whose wife jets to California to shack 
up with an African American. So what does Decent Lary 
do? He decides to travel to Chocolateland, to explore the 
mysterious charm of dusky derma. 

Redmond is not above exploiting the specter of a dark 
and dirty Africa to titillate his armchair Western audience. 
When Lary informed the tropical diseases expert at his 
university that he was going to the Congo, the latter com¬ 
mented, "Well, sure, why waste time? Why not jump in 
an open sewer and start drinking?" Teases like this, along 
with references to the Ebola virus and barbaric native cus¬ 
toms, are cynical attempts on the author's part to shock 
his readers. The upshot is that nothing awful happens. 
Scarcely has the reader begun to nod off after yet another 
narcotic description of a tropical bird when there will ap¬ 


pear an eye-opening tidbit about some horrifically bur¬ 
rowing river parasite or intimate interlude on the part of 
his priapic Congolese guides. (It is believed that having 
sexual relations with an 8- or 9-year-old virgin will reme¬ 
dy syphilis and gonorrhea. Parents care little for their 
daughters and will sell them to diseased men at the drop 

of a totem.) 

And that—not the search for 
Mokele-mbembe—is the thrust of 
the book. The author was taken 
for a wild monetary ride. He had 
to give this man a fistful of coins 
to use his boat, this woman a 
handful of cash for a chicken, 
this boy a pile of bills for medi¬ 
cine to treat his yaws. Redmond 
shelled out his funds like the 
World Bank. It was one long fi¬ 
nancial hemorrhage. In addition 
to all the supplies, medicines, 
food and gifts, he had to disburse 
a series of fat bribes to innumera¬ 
ble Kalashnikov-toting Congolese 
petty officials simply for the privi¬ 
lege of camping outside their vil¬ 
lages. More baksheesh was nec¬ 
essary for his head guide, 
Marcellin, the Congolese Minis¬ 
ter of Wildlife, and all his 
mooching brothers. Although ed¬ 
ucated in Europe, Marcellin is Af¬ 
rican to the core. He lives in eye- 
ball-rolling fear of his chicken-waving sorcerer relatives, 
constantly harassed by his poacher uncle and totally im¬ 
bued with the cheapness of life on that ancient continent. 
(At one point, a man fell off the steamboat and no one 
tried to help him. The passengers idly watched him drown 
and then returned to whatever they had been doing.) 

The psychological power of magic, from the feticheuse 
who reads O'Hanlon's future in cowry shells, to the witch 
doctor wars later in the book, is a theme he returns to 
again and again. The difference between fetishes and mu¬ 
seum specimens, he concludes, is not as great as arrogant 
white men think. "You just don't get it," Marcellin 
screamed at the oblivious European left-brainer bumbling 
around in a minefield of deep magic. 

O'Hanlon insinuates that the core of the difference be¬ 
tween Western and African Man is that Africans, excep¬ 
tions made for slaves and refugees, do not stray far from 
their roots, while the more linear whites, in storming the 
skies, have lost something integral. Perhaps the latter-day 
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explorer would be a good candidate for Odinism. The in¬ 
ference he should have made was that magic and science 
intersect in many mysterious ways, but whites have 
evolved an awareness of the relationship. Blacks seem un¬ 
aware of it. 

What of Mokele-mbembe? Well, after all the hassle of 
getting there, bribing everyone and his brother, puffing 
and sweating his way through the humid forest, he hitches 
up with a dangerous backwoods rebel named Doubla (as 
in double-the-money) and a handful of slave pygmies (en¬ 
slaving little forest people is a grand old African institu¬ 
tion). After an exhausting journey O'Hanlon and party fi¬ 
nally reach Lake Tele, where the creature is supposed to 
hang out. The author writes: 


"Look," I said, feeling like some 19th-century ethnogra¬ 
pher, "I'm sure you can tell me the truth in this holy place. 
There's something I'd really like to know. Have you seen 
Mokele-mbembe?" 

"What a stupid question," said Doubla, looking genu¬ 
inely surprised, stopping with the water-bottle half-way to 
his lips. 

Needless to say, O'Hanlon did not find what he ex¬ 
pected to find. He staggered out of fly-mobbed Brazzaville 
a slightly wiser and substantially poorer man. And what 
he may really have learned he could not have printed.

Let Puerto Rico Be 


In the past U.S. political leaders have 
made great numbers of blunders, a major 
one being the annexation of Puerto Rico 
and the Philippines as booty after our 
"splendid little war" with Spain.

Since 1917, Puerto Ricans have been 
granted statutory U.S. citizenship and 
may travel or move to the mainland with¬ 
out immigration restrictions. 

Today, Puerto Rico has one of the 
highest birthrates in the New World, its 
population climbing from 2,3 million in 
1960 to 3.8 million in 1995. Projections 
are it will pass the 4 million mark in 
2010. One of the planet's most crowded 
areas, it has a population density exceed¬ 
ing 1,000 per square mile. By compari¬ 
son, the figure for Japan is 860; for the 
U.S. 75. Sixty percent of the births on the 
island are illegitimate; 60% of the fami¬ 
lies are on food stamps. Unemployment 
runs at 13%. 

Republicans are pushing for a referen¬ 
dum on Puerto Rico in 1998 to determine 
whether it will be the 51st state, whether 
it will win independence or whether it 
will retain its commonwealth status. In 
the 1993 referendum the vote was 48.6% 
for the commonwealth and 46.3% for 
statehood. Since independence would cut 
off U.S. government handouts, it has un¬ 
fortunately little chance as an option. 

The argument of statehood vs. the 
present commonwealth status centers 
around money. The question is which of 


the two alternatives will enable the is¬ 
landers to reach the farthest into the 
pockets of U.S. taxpayers. Puerto Ricans 
do not pay federal income tax, which is 
the main reason cited by some citizens 
for it to remain a commonwealth. Puerto 
Rican proponents of statehood on the oth¬ 
er hand claim that increased U.S. welfare 
benefits would far exceed the small feder¬ 
al income tax the islanders would have to 
pay. 



Plagued by drug-related violence, the 
island has a far greater crime rate than 
any of the 50 states. Trying to cope with 
rampant crime and drug problems, Gov¬ 
ernor Rossello in 1993 called in the Na¬ 
tional Guard to police some of the most 
crime-ridden housing units. An Associat¬ 
ed Press report noted, "It is the first time 
American military units have been press¬ 
ed into routine crime fighting service with 
police." Here it might be noted that on 
the mainland some of the worst inner- 
city slums are peopled by Puerto Ricans. 


One of the most challenging argu¬ 
ments against Puerto Rican statehood is 
language. Only about one in five Puerto 
Ricans speaks more than a few words of 
English, Spanish being the predominate 
language for the vast majority. At one 
time after the Spanish American War, 
English was the only language taught in 
public schools. In 1949 Puerto Rican acti¬ 
vists succeeded in establishing both Eng¬ 
lish and Spanish as dual official languag¬ 
es. Anti-English sentiment became so 
strong that in 1991 legislation was passed 
designating Spanish as the sole official 
language, 

Republican congressmen are display¬ 
ing mind-boggling lunacy in their push 
for Puerto Rican statehood. First of all, it 
would give the new state six seats in the 
House by removing six members from 
other states, plus adding two new sena¬ 
tors. Records consistently show that wel¬ 
fare recipients vote Democratic. 

This basically antiwhite campaign on 
the part of the Republicans seems to be 
tied to the G.O.P.'s passion to prove it is 
open to diversity, believes in a multicultu¬ 
ral America and is not racist. The new 
state could well mean the end of the Re¬ 
publicans as a major force in U.S. poli¬ 
tics. 

Without the tax money of productive 
Americans, Puerto Rico would be one of 
the poorest Third World countries. To 
saddle U.S. workers with the added re¬ 
sponsibility and expense involved in 
granting statehood to Puerto Rico would 
be an act of ultimate stupidity without 
precedent.

What To Do About D.C. 


P erhaps the most notable aspect of sharing space 
with minorities is the utter banality of it all. Crime, 
sloth, and failure may sound like a laundry list from 
Hades, but they precisely represent what is in store for any 
white who lives among the unlivable. My personal odys¬ 
sey with racial integration began 33 years ago when I 
trundled into Washington on a cold and snowy January 
night down pockmarked New York Avenue past long 
blocks of dilapidated drug houses, sidewalk-sprawled ad¬ 
dicts, winos in simi¬ 
lar pose and gangs 
of dark-skinned God- 
knows-whats. Other 
characteristic addi¬ 
tions of minority cul¬ 
ture wallowed be¬ 
fore impromptu fires 
burning in vacant 
lots that lay within 
eyesight of the na¬ 
tion's gleaming capi- 
tol dome, brilliantly 
lit before a mid- 
night-blue sky stand¬ 
ing as in racial defi¬ 
ance to the abject 
physical and cultu¬ 
ral failure of D.C. 

In years to come, 
the city would re¬ 
veal far more of its 
overarching racial negativism. But for the moment 
thoughts of class and clan were eclipsed by the simple de¬ 
sire to find a hotel room in anticipation of the new job of¬ 
fered me by the federal government, then starkly distin¬ 
guished from the delinquency of today's equal- 
opportunity, affirmative-action and racially disadvantaged 
freeloaders. Not only was the federal establishment of that 
day controlled by The Productive Race; so too was the 
city's municipal government, led by a board of governors 
appointed by a Congress whose members heavily inclined 
to the Southern way of doing things, by folk of stoic intelli¬ 
gence hailing from hinterland West Virginia and Pennsyl¬ 
vania, folk that brought respect to the city and viewed the 
dark-skinned locals with unbridled suspicion. 

The Washington of those days worked, and worked 
well. As for those exploitive street people whose presence 
had greeted my arrival, even then they sought out oppor¬ 
tunities presented by unlocked cars, unguarded back 
doors and unattended shop display cases. But then such 


individuals, as often as not, were dealt with on the spot, 
without recourse to courts, by tough-minded cops who 
administered stinging, unambiguous rebukes to crime. 
This behavior did more for crime prevention than all the 
social workers and probation officers of a later day. Even 
in those long-ago times the job of a D.C. cop was hardly a 
picnic, but it offered the promise of a rainbow reward of 
retirement at the end of a 20-year hitch to the retirees' 
hometown. As I entered Washington, little did I know 

how poorly my mid¬ 
dle-class Philadelphia 
background had pre¬ 
pared me to cope 
with the social revolu¬ 
tion shortly to engulf 
Cap City and, for that 
matter, the rest of the 
nation. 

Racial hints of 
things to come were 
even apparent in 
1950s Philadelphia. 
The City of Brotherly 
Love was shifting from 
a world of upwardly 
mobile immigrants 
from Ireland and Italy, 
Germany and Poland. 
Since the city's incep¬ 
tion, the Quaker Es¬ 
tablishment, as inter¬ 
esting and creative a bunch of plain-toe Protestants as one 
could ever meet, had run things. By the century's turn, 
Quaker Establishmentarians had been clearing out of 
downtown Philadelphia for bucolic and beautiful hinter¬ 
land homesteads then abuilding along the Pennsylvania 
Railroad's Main Line. Those few blacks who dared call 
Philly their home clustered in the southwestern parts of 
the city near an odd and awful place of watery bogs, land¬ 
fill and garbage dumps that lay adjacent to the smelly, 
swift-running Delaware River. 

The area was called Hog Island. In the years of WWI, 
it had become the venue for an enormous federal boon¬ 
doggle whose ostensible aim was to construct an endless 
line of unlovely cargo ships, ultimately to be called "Hog 
Islanders." In the Depression 1930s, FDR plowed stacks of 
federal dollars into the island to create welfare housing for 
the minority boosters of his wife. La Boca Grande. With its 
remote location, neither the smell of Hog Island nor its 
residents bothered Philadelphia. However, with the post- 



Washington in happier days 
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WWII construction of the city's International Airport on 
the Land of Hog, blacks went streaming northward to¬ 
wards center city, up along Broad Street and westward to¬ 
wards the fashionable, fragile elegance of Germantown 
and Mount Airy. By the 1960s, the minority invasion had 
rendered the city essentially unfit for whites to live. 

D.C., however, is poles apart from that of Philadel¬ 
phia or, for that matter, Baltimore, Wilmington, Newark, 
Camden or Trenton. A home of transients who may re¬ 
main for four years or 40, Cap City knows nothing about 
mining, manufacturing, growing, cooking, filling, loading, 
moving or selling. Its only game is politics and bureaucra¬ 
cy is the handmaiden of politics. From top to bottom, 
D.C.'s minorities are expert at exploiting "the system." 
They know more about the subparagraphs, codicils and 
sections of the welfare code than the late Melvin Belli 
knew about torts. Indeed the life of a Cap City minorityite 
revolves around alternatively castigating "the system" and 
bleeding it for his sustenance. Among the racially attuned 
liberals, plucking the taxpayer is a religious rite, not mere¬ 
ly the thing to do. Cynical, negative, dour-faced, grasping, 
uncooperative, hostile, dangerous and supremely anti¬ 
intellectual, D.C.'s minority intellectuals concoct outland¬ 
ish rationalizations which are printed daily in the Wash¬ 
ington Post columns. The mantra is always the same: "It's 
the White Man's Fault." 

Is it? In the workplace, minority misanthropy is re¬ 
inforced by liberal condescendence to allow incompe¬ 
tence to flower alongside Majority efficiency. In the social 
sphere transracial relationships are rare, making the city's 
minority population of 700,000 an enormous void for 
whites who take comfort in the knowledge that whatever 
of importance goes on invariably takes place within their 
wards. Black resentment, the ever present currency of 
D.C. life, is mollified by minority control of City Hall, a 


fact that affords cushy, overpaid jobs for endless brothers, 
sisters, cousins and friends who produce a level of output 
which approaches kindergartenism. 

Washington does not "work" in the conventional sense 
of a municipality. Its denizens must constantly search for 
excuses to rationalize the feeble-minded fumbling of the 
city's politicos, while ignoring its winos and welfare 
bums. This is a difficult task in a city that is 80% minority. 
The common practice has been to finger a drunken, drug- 
besotted grafter mayor named Barry whose ample inade¬ 
quacies still remain wildly insufficient to explain away an 
entire area's collapse. Recall that Barry himself was the 
creature of a black political establishment that has benefit¬ 
ed mightily from his graftism. Beyond him stand the ar¬ 
mies of welfare recipients who regularly vote for the stuff- 
snorting charlatan they call "Mahr Bahr." 

A regional repugnance for the city and its people is 
usually labeled "white racism" by the city's denizens. In 
reality, the 40,000 uncivil-unserving civil servants can no 
more police, teach, administer, clerk, labor or govern than 
can the drooling winos who block the way of white feder¬ 
al employees on their way to their weekday workplace. 
Knowing this, Congress annually agonizes over ending 
this racial farce by imposing either martial law or the plain 
old law that governs the rest of America. If it should take 
any meaningful steps, the city is sure to erupt in a confla¬ 
gration of animalistic rebellion. Better to continue with the 
farce of black self-rule as long as the federal government 
remains in D.C. More than one pol has proposed breaking 
up the racial monopoly by relocating parts of the federal 
apparatus in "less-minority" states. Governmental efficien¬ 
cy would soar; the status of blacks would sink even fur¬ 
ther. The role of D.C. in an America rapidly escalating to¬ 
wards total "minorityism" would be plain for all to see.

Fiddler Plays Race Card 

When Boris Reznikov was not appointed 
lead violinist in the Washington Opera 
Company orchestra, he immediately play¬ 
ed the race card by charging the music 
director, Heinz Fricke, a German, with 
discrimination.

Pope Pius XI once remarked that Italy was a geographical ex¬ 
pression, not a nation. In due course his papal states were confis¬ 
cated by the horse-thief Garibaldi, whose ears had 
been removed by angry Uruguyan ranchers, which 
is why he always wore his hair coiled over his ear- 
holes. The papacy was finally reduced to the exigu¬ 
ous territory of the Vatican. 

The Italians were not outstanding as soldiers in 
either world war. They outnumbered the Austrians 
in WWI, but after Ludendorff collected eight Prus¬ 
sian and eight Austrian divisions, he was able to 
drive the Italians back a hundred miles at Caporet- 
to, till they were reinforced by French and British 
troops. In WWI I, Graziani's much bigger army was 
defeated in North Africa by General Wavell and his 
excellent tank commander, General O'Connor. But 
Wavell was then prevented from advancing by 
Churchill, who diverted troops to the abortive 
Greek campaign. Luigi Barzini, in his satirical 
book, The Italians , refers to an Italian aristocrat 
who led volunteers in clearing a path through the 
lethal minefields round Tobruk. At the very end of 
the war the Black Prince Borghese managed with 
some dedicated patriots to prevent Yugoslav Com¬ 
munists from overrunning northeastern Italy. Nor 
should we forget the Italian frogmen who blew up 
so much shipping in the harbours of Alexandria 
and Gibraltar. 

Now Italy has another leader for whom Italy is a 
geographical expression, namely Umberto Bossi, a 
tall Mediterranean type with a touch of Nordic— 
rather handsome in a schooltearcher-ish way. His 
Lega Nord, a league of all the mediaeval provinces 
of northern Italy, has replaced the MSI (the Italian 
social movement, the spiritual successor of Musso¬ 
lini's fascists) as the bete noire of the judaised Ital¬ 
ian press. He plays the Gandhian game, creating 
constant events and happenings which the press 
cannot ignore, though it deliberately underestimates 
the numbers of those who support him. Bossi, who 
ultimately dreams of a successful rising, is now un¬ 
der threat of a long prison term, together with a 
hundred of his followers, for trying to undermine 
the unity of the Italian state. He treats that threat 
with contempt. His favourite film, by the way, is 
Brave Heart. 

The free cities and states of northern Italy were 
much more formidable during the Middle Ages and 
the Renaissance. Our word for gun comes from the middle sylla¬ 
ble of the word, mangonel, an early light cannon used by the 
Genoese. They were also the master crossbowmen of the Middle 
Ages, because their bolts could kill at 400 yards (though they 
were outdone by the English and Welsh archers at Crecy and 
Agincourt, who could send off 12 clothyard arrows capable of 
penetrating armour at 200 yards during the time it took to wind 
up a crossbow). 

Venice was the phenomenon of the Renaissance. Its great 
concentric circles of blazing foundries inspired the circles of 


Dante's Inferno (which has, however a central circle of ice, in 
which the Devil is stuck fast). During WWII the Americans man¬ 
aged to build a complete Liberty ship in a single day. 
In Venice they built a fully armed man-o'-war in 12 
hours! They could raise a fleet of 60 ships within two 
months. Their system of checks and balances resulted 
in their ruling doges being chosen as compromise 
candidates. Nicholas Dandolo, who ruled Cyprus at 
the time of the Turkish invasion in 1570, was from a 
long line of doges and proved to be a weak and vac¬ 
illating leader. 

Not so Mark-Anthony Bragadin, the Venetian 
commander at the siege of Famagusta, ably support¬ 
ed by Astorre Baglione of Perugia and Nicholas Do¬ 
nato, another Venetian. He held out with 3,600 Ve¬ 
netian infantry (2,800 of whom did not survive the 
siege), 2,300 stradiot cavalry and about 4,000 Greeks 
equipped with 90 guns and supplies of wildfire (a 
Byzantine invention). The besieging Turks were initially 
200,000 strong and their numbers rose to 250,000, 
80,000 of whom died in the siege. They had 145 
guns including four they called basilisks, which 
could hurl 200-lb. balls. The Venetian gunners, how¬ 
ever, were more accurate and killed the Turkish chief 
engineer. The vicissitudes of the siege continued for 
over 11 months, till the Christian powder was almost 
used up. Bragadin wanted to fight to the last, but was 
prevailed upon to surrender by the other Christian 
leaders. Mustafa Pasha, the Turkish commander, had 
made fair promises, saying that those who wished to 
leave might do so in borrowed Turkish ships and 
keep their property. But he broke his word. 

His wounds festering, Bragadin was forced to car¬ 
ry sacks of earth and kiss the ground as he passed the 
pasha. On Friday, August 17, 1571, he was hoisted 
in a chair on a yardarm of a galley for all to see, then 
brought down to be flayed alive, after he had reject¬ 
ed Mustafa's offers of clemency and honours if he be¬ 
came a Muslim. Sir George Hill, in his history of Cy¬ 
prus, recounts how a hireling Jew skinned him alive. 
He bore the torture unflinchingly for half an hour, 
making no sound and dying only when the knife 
reached his waist. Different parts of his body were 
put on view and his skin was cured and stuffed as a 
present for the Sultan. However, in 1581 his remains 
were taken from the Ottoman arsenal and brought 
back to Venice. 

When some young Venetians raised the old flag 
of Venice, the Serenissima, on St. Mark's cathedral tower last 
year, they were beaten up by hired thugs of the Italian govern¬ 
ment. They were living up to their fighting tradition. William 
Wordsworth described independent Venice, the protectress of 
Galileo, as "the eldest Child of Liberty": 

She was a maiden city, bright and free: 

No guile seduced, no force could violate; 

And when She took unto herself a Mate 

She must espouse the everlasting Sea. x ' 
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For more years than one cares to count, Jewish- 
owned CBS was the premier TV network and, since 
Uncle Walter was on the payroll, the most supercil¬ 
ious network.

If the present 
trashward trend continues, viewers may eventually 
be forced to watch a group of cannibals eating each 
other. Some day there will be a backlash, but what 
passes for American culture will never quite recover 
from its present wounds. De gustibus non est dispu- 
tandum no longer holds when rock bottom has been 
reached. We should start arguing about taste, be¬ 
cause taste is a tape measure of culture.

I recently caught a C-Span version of a speech W.F. 
Buckley gave before a convocation of Republican women. 
It was replete with recollections of the papacy and his loy¬ 
alty thereto, along with autobiographical renditions of his 
sentimental attachments to second-rate geniuses like G.K. 
Chesterton. Now G.K. can be 
fun, but anybody who takes 
him seriously (as Buckley 
does) as an "authority" on the 
veracity of Catholicism, is way 
off intellectual base.

Canada. From W.N. Should a newly 
independent Quebec require military as¬ 
sistance for any reason, the first country 
to help would be France. The French be¬ 
latedly became aware of their North 
American cousins in the early 1960s, 
about the time the current wave of Que¬ 
bec nationalism was first making itself 
felt. Since then, France has been accused 
of interfering in Canadian internal affairs, 
even of spying with the intention of desta¬ 
bilizing Canadian federalism. On his Sep¬ 
tember trip to France, Quebec Premier 
Lucien Bouchard was feted as a visiting 
head of state. His entourage was afforded 
full diplomatic status, a perk that France 
grants to officials from no other Canadian 
province. 

It has been suggested by Diane Fran¬ 
cis, an American expatriate journalist liv¬ 
ing in Canada, that France has been pre¬ 
paring for military intervention. Two 
years ago, with Quebec's independence 
in mind, the French greatly expanded an 
airstrip on their tiny island colony of Mi¬ 
quelon, off Canada's east coast. Accord¬ 
ing to Francis, the airstrip's purpose is to 
accommodate French troops in the event 
of hostilities between Canada and Quebec. 

A report from the Montreal daily La 
Presse in November brought denials that 
Quebec Jews are preparing to leave en 
masse should the province separate. Jews 
have a long-standing antipathy to Quebe- 
cois ethnocentrism, which has a lingering 
tradition of anti-Semitism. La Presse stat¬ 
ed that money raised by the Combined 
Jewish Appeal is intended to "prop up" 
the Jewish community and possibly fund 
an exodus. Fundraiser Stanley Plotnick pre¬ 
fers to call the fund "an insurance policy 
against fluctuations." Quebec's 77,000- 
member Jewish community has so far 
raised over $16 million towards its $20- 
million target. 

To residents and visitors alike, Oliver, 
British Columbia, is a placid little tourist 
town in the beautiful south Okanagan re¬ 
gion. To Sol Littman, Canadian director of 
the Simon Wiesenthal Centre, it's "the 
hate capital of Canada." Infuriated that a 
local Internet service provider refused to 
carry out his orders, Littman called a 
news conference in Vancouver last Janu¬ 
ary to direct his wrath at every one of the 
town's 4,500 residents. 

Littman wants criminal charges laid 
against Bernard Klatt, proprietor of Fair- 
view Technologies Centre. British Colum¬ 
bia's Asian attorney general, Ujjal Do- 
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sanjh, is eager to please and may invoke 
the Canadian censorship law that can 
slap a maximum two-year prison term on 
anyone who "communicates a message 
that willfully promotes hatred against an 
identifiable people." 

In this case "hatred" consists of Inter¬ 
net links to web sites operated by groups 
like the Heritage Front and the Euro- 
Christian Defence League. Much as com¬ 
puter nerds like to consider themselves li¬ 
bertarians, mavericks or even outlaws on 
the electronic frontier, other Internet Ser¬ 
vice Providers in Canada have quietly ac¬ 
quiesced to commands from on high. 
Klatt may be the last holdout. 

Evasive about whether he supports the 
controversial web sites' content, Klatt 
doesn't mince words when it comes to 
Sol Littman, whom he accused of having 
a long history of misinforming the govern¬ 
ment, the media and the public. 

In a joint radio interview with Oliver 
Mayor Linda Larson, Littman tried to deny 
ever making his well-recorded, widely 
publicized "hate capital" of Canada re¬ 
mark. Unimpressed, Larson wants "a na¬ 
tional public apology with as much me¬ 
dia fanfare as the original statement was 
given." Should Littman demur, the Oliver 
town council is thinking about suing him. 

Klatt's adversaries are formidable, as 
he found when B'nai B'rith barred him 
from attending a tax-funded symposium 
in Toronto entitled, "Hate on the Inter¬ 
net." Spurred on by minority pressure 
groups, no less than 19 federal depart¬ 
ments and agencies have dedicated them¬ 
selves to keeping thought crimes out of 
cyberspace. 

Prime Minister Jean Chretien's adopt¬ 
ed son, a native Indian, racked up his sec¬ 
ond criminal conviction in February, this 
time for assaulting a six-year-old boy. An¬ 
gered that his girlfriend's son took down a 
Christmas tree too early, Michel Chretien 
hurled a tray of cigarette-rolling parapher¬ 
nalia at mother and child, injuring the lat¬ 
ter. This time the 29-year-old Abo got a 
suspended sentence. He had previously 
served a prison term for tying up and so¬ 
domizing a Montreal woman. 

Among the family values Caribbean 
Islanders bring to Canada is the tradition 
of child abandonment. In Toronto, when 
a baby turns up outside a welfare agency 
or inside a dumpster, it's almost always a 
case of Negro neglect. In January a Jamai¬ 
can mother bundled her three sons, aged 


2, 6 and 7, into a cab and sent them to a 
fictitious address. By the time the taxi 
driver found he had been duped, mama 
had caught a flight to Kingston. Police 
eventually tracked down the boys' father 
and grandmother. Neither wanted any¬ 
thing to do with the pickaninnies. 

New Brunswick's provincial human 
rights commission, following the example 
of its Ontario counterpart, is threatening 
to impose a hefty fine on the mayor of 
Federicton, whose crime was his refusal 
to proclaim a Gay Pride Week. The may¬ 
ors of two other Ontario cities, Hamilton 
and London, have already been fined 
$5,000 and $10,000, respectively, for the 
same offense. 

From P. J. L. Canada's several human 
rights commissions were originally form¬ 
ed to protect individuals against unfair 
treatment by the rich and powerful. Un¬ 
der the leadership of former Chief Com¬ 
missioner Max Yalden, however, they 
slowly metamorphosed into a system for 
suppressing the rights of people to whose 
views Yalden's associates in the Jewish 
Lobby didn't cotton. Since hatred of the 
values underlying Western civilization is 
common to both parties, the Lobby is in¬ 
variably backed in this blatant attempt at 
"mind control" by Canada's ultra-leftists. 

This sinister left-lib-min coalition has 
lately found a new target, the Canadian 
Majority's aversion to homosexuality. 
People cannot help their own sexual or¬ 
ientation, but they can and should refrain 
from trying to pervert the non-perverts. 
There is no need to compel public offi¬ 
cials to equate the sickly homosexual life¬ 
style with the healthy biological one, no 
need to have our children taught that a 
"male mommy" is as good as the real thing.

The father of 
her baby is a West Indian Negro. Can any 
sensible Brit think of a better reason than 
this "discovery" to shut down immigra¬ 
tion from nonwhite countries? 

British film critics are not too happy 
about the Titanic movie. One com¬ 
plained, "Every hero is American, every 
victim is Irish. Every villainy.. .is English." 

Never-forgetting Jews jogged the mem¬ 
ory of the people of York by flashing a 
huge image of Anne Frank on Cliffords 
Tower, the site of an alleged massacre of 
12th-century Jews. 

Jewish terrorists who threatened to 
blow up Jerusalem's Dome of the Rock 
mosque, Islam's third holiest, were in¬ 
formed by British Muslims that if the plot 
succeeded, they would rise up and wipe 
out a considerable number of British 
Jews, along with their synagogues. Since 
Muslims significantly outnumber the Cho¬ 
sen in Britain, Jews might be well advised 
to tone down some of their anti-Muslim 
rhetoric. 

One of the very few M.P.s to have the 
guts and foresight to warn against the 
browning of Britain was Enoch Powell, 
who died in early March. It was Powell in 
1956 who warned the Brits of the "rivers 
of blood" that would eventually flow in 
Britain if nonwhite immigration was not 
stopped and if liberals did not cease to 
stir up black and Muslim racism. Powell 
saw his predictions come partially true as 
race riots increased over the years. For 
speaking the truth about the negative ef¬ 
fects of immigration, Powell eventually 


had to quit the Conservative Party. He 
then went over to the Ulster Unionists. In 
1987 he lost his seat in Parliament and re¬ 
tired into semi-obscurity.

An outstanding scholar, a professor of 
Greek at the age of 25, Powell was the 
author of many insightful articles on Brit¬ 
ish history and politics. A prophet, as is 
well known and as Cassandra can testify, 
is usually without honor in his own coun¬ 
try. This was the case with Powell. When 
he warned that Britain was "heaping up 
its own funeral pyre," he was not too far 
from the truth. He was outspoken about 
racial problems, a subject that was much 
too touchy for the common garden varie¬ 
ty of politician. Britain would have been 
an entirely different place today if Powell 
had been Prime Minister, a possibility 
when he was at the height of his populari¬ 
ty and when other Conservative Party 
leaders were shown up as wimps of the 
first water. Powell's Britain would have 
hung on to the Empire or at least large 
parts of it. Whatever happened, it would 
not have become the weak, multicultural, 
multiracial, second-rate island kingdom it 
is today. 

One of the most sought-after vehicle 
registration plates in Britain has been 
snapped up by entrepreneur Russell Marks. 
He expects to resell SHALOM to an Israeli 
for considerably more than the $15,100 
he paid for it. 

France. Cardinal Jean-Marie Lustiger, 
the Jewish-born Archbishop of Paris, is 
considered by some Catholic insiders to 
have a shot at being the next pope. Lusti- 
ger's mother is said to have perished in 
Auschwitz. Her petit Jean-Marie convert¬ 
ed to Catholicism at age 14. Shrugging off 
the proposition that a Jew cannot be a 
successful Catholic, Lustiger called him¬ 
self a "Completed Jew." The ADL's liai¬

problem for us." The Rabbi says Lustiger 
believes that too many Jews are "incom¬ 
plete." Israel's Ashkenazi chief rabbi, Yis- 
real Lau, bitterly denounced the cardinal: 

The way in which Aaron Lustiger has cho¬ 
sen to live his life goes hand in hand with 
the Final Solution. His assimilation is so ex¬ 
treme that, if taken as an example, it would 
help bring about the end of the Jewish people. 

After this acerbic statement, an invita¬ 
tion to the cardinal to attend a Holocaust 
Remembrance Day at Yad Vashem was 
withdrawn. 

Roger Garaudy, 84, was arrested and 
put on trial for writing a book, The 
Founding Myths of Israeli Politics, which 
is devoted to relating the awful truth 
about what the Jews did in their takeover 
of Palestine. A little flaky and a longtime 
Red, Garaudy defected to Islam in the 
winter of his years. In the course of his 
conversion he had the audacity to ques¬ 
tion the Holocaust. It will be interesting 
to see how a country that boasts about li¬ 
berie, egalite and fraternite lives up to its 
slogans. So far not too well. Garaudy was 
fined $20,000. Another trial like this and 
half the Muslim world will be populated 
by Holocaust deniers. 

Ira Einhorn fled to Europe to escape 
being tried for the murder of a blonde 
Texan many years ago. Since the French 
won't let him be extradited, he and his 
Swedish wife still strut around the south¬ 
ern French town of Champagne-Mouton. 

Another Jew accused of murder, Sam 
Sheinbein, who comes from a family of 
Jewish mobsters, is on the lam in Israel, 
where authorities so far have refused to 
turn him over to the Americans. His al¬ 
leged Jewish co-murderer, Aaron Needle, 
from an upper-class Jewish family in Mary¬ 
land, is in jail. Their victim, Alfredo Tello 
Jr., an Hispanic, was horribly dismem¬ 
bered and burned in what was apparently 
a dispute about drugs. The Hispanic com¬ 
munity is wondering, with good reason, 
why Sheinbein has not been brought to 
justice. Latinos, who applauded the O.J. 
Simpson verdict, are getting angry at a 
Jew's ability to get away with murder. 

For attempting to pressure Israel to re¬ 
lease Sheinbein by threatening to reduce 
some of America's massive aid to the Zi¬ 
onist state, two U.S. congressman. Sonny 
Callahan (R-AL) and Robert Livingston (R- 
LA), have been called thugs by Nazi- 
hunter Neal Sher. Indubitably the very 
idea of lessening American largesse to Is¬ 
rael sends shivers up the spines of Ameri- 
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can Jewry. The two congressmen quickly 
learned the score and little more was 
heard about any reduction of the annual 
tribute to the Promised Land. 

The latest guesstimate is that Commu¬ 
nists have killed 10 times more people 
than Nazis ever managed to do away 
with. In spite of this huge disproportion, 
the libraries of the world overflow with 
books about Nazi crimes, while Commu¬ 
nists die in bed instead of on the gallows 
and continue to ride high in politics in 
many European countries. France, for ex¬ 
ample, has three Communist cabinet min¬ 
isters. To end this imbalance, six French 
historians have cobbled together The 
Black Book of Communism , which me¬ 
thodically lists the multiple atrocities com¬ 
mitted by Reds in this century. The opus, 
it goes without saying, has been roundly 
criticized by ever-fellow-traveling leftists 
who still have a stranglehold on U.S. 
higher education and continue to maintain 
a warm spot in their hearts for Marxism. 

Why all this lopsidedness in favor of 
communism? The answer is simple. Com¬ 
munism was and is the intellectual play¬ 
thing of Jews and appeals directly to the 
neurotic Jewish temperament. As long as 
Jews dominate Western culture, as they 
have in the last half century, their genetic 
Marxism will see to it that Nazis remain 
criminal pariahs and that Communists 
still stick to the correct path despite their 
betrayal by some duplicitous leaders. 

One telling proof of the disparity of 
the media treatment of the two ideologies 
has been produced by French historian 
Alain Besancon. In a check of France's 
major evening newspapers from 1990 to 
mid-1997, he found the word "Nazism" 
appeared 480 times, "Stalinism" only 7; 
"Auschwitz" 105 times, "Gulag" camps 
only 3. 

Belgium. According to official records, 
Erwin Uher was supposed to have died in 
Auschwitz, along with 15 other Jewish 
children who had been rounded up by 
the Gestapo in WWII. Last February, 
Uher turned up ungassed as a prosperous 
businessman in Antwerp. He has 11 
grandchildren. How many hundreds, thou¬ 
sands, even hundreds of thousands of Uh- 
ers might there be? 

Germany. Manfred Roeder, one of the 
few Germans who dare to speak out 
against his country's demonizers, joined 
seven others of like mind in protesting the 


traveling exhibition which propagated the 
unlikely charge that the German army in 
WWII was replete with murderous Jew- 
baiting criminals. While carrying a plac¬ 
ard denouncing the anti-Wehrmacht road 
show in Marburg, Roeder was set upon 
by 300 left-wing thugs. He emerged with 
a concussion, head wounds, a broken 
arm and a damaged eye. So goes free 
speech in "democratic" Germany. 

After a mezuzah was nailed to the 
doorpost, the American Jewish Commit¬ 
tee moved into its new offices in Berlin to 
the accompaniment of prayerful wailing. 
The building is fancy and costly—10 sto¬ 
ries of granite, glass and limestone built 
on the site of the destroyed mansion of a 
Jewish millionaire newspaper mogul. 
While continuing to attack Germany for 
its Nazi past, Jews are returning to Ger¬ 
man cities in droves. 

Switzerland. While Jews continue to 
shake down the Swiss for their alleged 
confiscation of various Jewish assets in 
WWII, Israeli spies were caught redhand¬ 
ed attempting to bug the Iranian mission 
to the UN in Berne. In recent months 
Mossad agents have been racking up a 
miserable record as they go about their 
bloody and nefarious work. The attempt¬ 
ed assassination of a Hamas bigwig in Jor¬ 
dan failed when the poison spray was 
foiled by the application of an effective 
antidote. Almost simultaneously the news 
came out that an Israeli agent in Syria, in 
the hope of stirring up a full-fledged war 
in the Middle East, had been writing scary 
and false stories of an imminent Syrian at¬ 
tack. 

Sorosland. President Alexander Luka¬ 
shenko charges that the Soros Foundation 
backed a coup against him. He described 
the outfit as a "Zionist spy organization." 
Similar charges have been made by some 
other countries. All the ordinary Ameri¬ 
can hears about Soros is that he is a mar¬ 
velously rich do-gooding philanthropist. 
The few accusations leveled against him, 
we are informed, are due to anti-Semitism 
in the backward countries where he oper¬ 
ates more freely and more unlawfully. 

Anti-Semitism has been a priority top¬ 
ic for American congressmen in their rela¬ 
tions with Malaysia ever since Prime Min¬ 
ister Datuk Mohamad accused Soros of 
launching a financial war against the Ma¬ 
laysian currency, the ringgit. He stated 
last October: 


We may suspect that they, the Jews, have 
an agenda, but we do not want to accuse. 
And incidentally, we are Muslims, and the 
Jews are not happy to see Muslims pro¬ 
gress. Jews robbed the Palestinians of every¬ 
thing, but in Malaysia they could not do 
so, hence they do this—depress the ringgit. 

Some U.S. congressmen quickly sent 
Mohamad a letter that demanded he 
apologize or step down. So far he has ig¬ 
nored them. 

Israel. By the year 2000, a full 10% 
of eligible draftees are expected to es¬ 
cape military duty by claiming to be full¬ 
time Torah scholars. Forty percent of 
these claims will be fraudulent. In recent 
years the number of yeshiva students in 
Israel has mushroomed by 25% to nearly 
200,000. At the same time, state funding 
for yeshivas has increased by 40% to al¬ 
most $250 million. 

Folks in the Sinai are chortling that if 
Clinton were Jewish, there wouldn't be 
so much fuss over the Lewinsky affair. 
The Torah's injunction against adultery 
applies only to a married woman. Noth¬ 
ing forbids a married man from having af¬ 
fairs with other women. Clinton is Jew- 
ishly correct in stating that oral sex 
doesn't count as adultery because it isn't 
"real sex." But he is guilty of one count 
of onanism for wasting his seed, accord¬ 
ing to rabbis who have spent (or wasted) 
a lot of time pondering this question. 

Hannah Pick survived her stint in the 
Bergen-Belsen concentration camp. Her 
friend, Anne Frank, did not. Pick, a wid¬ 
ow with three children, now lives in Jeru¬ 
salem and has written a book, Memories 
of Anne Frank: Reflections of a Child¬ 
hood Friend. The tome is not overly idol¬ 
atrous. The author marvels that Anne has 
been turned into an icon and that her 
short life has been so thoroughly sani¬ 
tized by hundreds of books and articles. 
Pick says that Anne's older sister, Margot, 
also a non-survivor, was the smart one in 
the family. 

A statue of Elvis Presley some 14 feet 
high stands outside the Elvis Inn in the 
environs of Jerusalem. Why all this adu¬ 
lation for a swivel-hipped goy? Many 
Jews are convinced Elvis had a Jewish 
maternal great-grandmother. 

Argentina. Jewish money for the sup¬ 
port of Oskar Schindler's ailing widow 
has dried up. President Carlos Menem 
has come to the rescue with a $1,000-a- 
month subsidy. 
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
